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Not later than seven days after receipt of a notice pursuant to section 3123.56 or 3123.57 of the
Revised Code, the registrar of motor vehicles shall notify each deputy registrar of the notice. The
registrar and each deputy registrar shall then, if the individual otherwiseis eligible for the license,
permit, or endorsement and wants the license, permit, or endorsement, issue alicense, permit, or
endorsement to, or renew alicense, permit, or endorsement of, the individual, or, if the registrar
imposed a class F suspension of the individual's license, permit, or endorsement pursuant to
division (A) of section 3123.58 of the Revised Code, remove the suspension. Theregistrar or a
deputy registrar may charge afee of not more than twenty-five dollars for issuing or renewing or
removing the suspension of alicense, permit, or endorsement pursuant to this section. The fees
collected by the registrar pursuant to this section shall be paid into the public safety - highway
purposes fund established in section 4501.06 of the Revised Code.
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
